It Is expected that the September as* 
sembly of the League 
of Nations 


will be asked to summon an Interna- 
tional conference for the purpose of 
lannchlnc a new International bird 
convention to replace the 1902 Paris 
convention on the subject. 


The migratory, character both of 


birds and whales Is such ss to make 
any regulation relative to them neces- 
sarily of an International nature and 
hence within tae scope of the league, 
while their economic value 'to the 
world as a whole Is declared suffi- 
ciently great to justify the' league's 
attention. 


Both the convention on whales and 


the one on birds will have for their 
primary object the fixing of "open" 
seasons in such a manner as to re- 
lieve the world of any danger of the 
species becoming extinct. Whales. It 
is declared, are Just as much In need 
of this protection as bTrds. . 


The Initiative for placing the pro- 


tection of the migratory birds under 
the auspices of the league has been 
taken by the international committee 
on bird protection and various mem- 
bers of the league-council have prom- 
ised to support the resolution before 
the assembly authorizing the league to 
call an International conference for 
next year. 


The necessity of protecting birds 


will be urged especially from the 
standpoint of agriculture, where they 
maintain a certain balance against the 
Insect world, nnd also.from the stand- 
point of jacie food."'
